tbat none of tbe board would have 
bandied their private baaiaeaa ae tbe 
board baa iMUMpad tba pao p la'a baa- 
iaeaa. 

' In regard to the new building, it 
is the general opinion tbat tbe board 
waa foolish ever to decide on the 
erection of a building tbat could not 
be paid (or with no delay avaa had 
tbe ooet been aooordlag to tba flrst 
estimate. The louttrui'tiun of tbe 
foundation at tbe cost of $11,000, 
aad allowing it to ataad a wbole year 
witboat any protection fri>ia tbe ele> 
uieata, waa aaother action tbat waa 
fooiieb ia tba aatreoM.

should have been ariiinged fur and 
tbe building put up al once, and uul 
ia aaetleaa a year or mora apart.
